We're Not Worried

Prevalent eastern opinion that Florida has won a triumph 


over California by eliminating income and inheritance taxes, 
and thus making a strong appeal to wealthy homeseekers, is 
not wholly justified. It is possible that California may lose 
a few rich sojourners who! regard Paradise as a place where 
4tlie^"TleT6r'Tpay no' taxegjfWT the superior' attractiveness"of 
California will remain unimpaired. 


In discussing the question and recommending it to the 


attention of the legislature, the Redlands Facts reproduces 
the following from a Buffalo newspaper: 


"Floridans are putting it all over Californians in cater- 


ing to the wealthy who seek diversion during the winter time 
in their respective commonwealths. Both states have a great 
asset in their climate and both have sought to capitalize it 
for all that it is worth. 


"A few years ago California was in the lead. It was ex- 


ploited from one end of the country to the other as the land 
of sunshine and flowers—the one place to go for health and 
comfort in the dreary months of winter and spring in the 
north and easti. But lately Florida has blossomed out as 
a rival of the Golden Stats. Florida—the Land of Enchantment! 
And just to show the world that Florida does not want the 
rich to come to the state only to be soaked, the people there 
have recently ratified an amendment to their constitution 
which declares that income taxes and inheritance taxes shall 
not be levied there. This is tantamount to saying, as the 
Tampa Daily Times put it, "Come and make your residence 
in Florida and be of Florida; we will not demand unfair toll 
from the proceeds of your industry, nor will we make your 
widows and orphans divide with the state that which you leave 
them when you come to pass on." 


"Very different is the policy of the Californians. 
They 


have been levying inheritance taxes ruthlessly and demanding 
their "pound'of flesh"-from the estates of those who visited 
them in their lifetime. Only recently has the commonwealth 
brought suit to subject to inheritance taxes the estate of a 
millionaire soap manufacturer who claimed Ohio as his resi- 
dence. Perhaps California feels herself big enough now to 
make her way henceforth without the presence of aged mil- 
lionaires from the effete east. But what California is passing 
up Florida is eagerly grasping for. Maybe this accounts for 
the declining revenues of the transcontinental railroads, while 
those of the Seaboard Air and Atlantic Coast lines mount to 
unprecedented figures. 


"'Taxes and travel have a relation to each other that will 


bear scrutiny exactly as taxes and securities do. Capital in 
person seeks immunity just as surely as it does in the form of 
property. It is not safe to die any longer in California, if you 
have a large fortune. It is a comfort, however, to dies in the 
balmy climate of Florida now that you know the state will not 
"rob" your widow and children. 


"There will be few states 
however, to follow the example 


set by Florida. Not that the way of the Floridans will not 
add to the prosperity arid wealth of the state, but because no 
other state; California excepted, has an appeal to the wealthy 
which makes it possible to leave the burden of taxation upon 
the people. But for every dollar that, Florida loses in the form 
of income and inheritance taxes she recovers many times over 
in what wealthy pleasure seekers leave behind them as they 
return north from their winter vacationing at Miami, Palm 
Beach, Tampa and other resorts." 


It is fortunate for Florida that its people have the wisdom 


to conserve their principal source of revenue in this fashion. 
Most of the money that circulates in Florida is taken there by 
the winter visitors and the Floridan who has not harvested 
his crop of shekels during the winter for his maintenance dur- 
ing the summer, and until chilling breezes again restore him to 
his sole means of livelihood, is out of luck. 


California's dependence upon the tourist has been growing 


steadily less during the last decade. Our prosperity is based 
upon something infinitely more dependable than the occasional 
visitor. California has grown so rapidly in industry and agri- 
culture that it can maintain itself without reference to the 
visitors whom Florida must have in order to exist. The at- 
tractions of this great state conferred upon it by a beneficent 
Providence, need recognize a rival nowhere.

Lamps Show if Factory Machinery 


Is Working 


In a canning factory having seven 


food-packing machines the manager has 
installed a IrUle device near his desk to 
indicate whether or not all seven are 
working properly. The device consists 
of a panel on which seven miniature 
lamps are mounted, each of which is con- 


nected to one of the machines, so that 
every time a can passes to the filling 
machine it causes a lamp to flash. As 
long as the lamps keep Sashing, the man- 
ager knows that everything is going 
.well, bait if,any. lamps fail, to flash-it is -a 
signal'to him that he is perhaps needed 
in the factory to untangle some diffi- 
culty. A switch is, of course, provided 
so that the current can be turned on or 
off.

Silencing Automobile-Door 


Noises 


Squeaking automobile doors can some- 


times be silenced by cleaning the rubber 
bumpers and the parts they touch with 
gasoline, wiping dry and powdering lib- 
erally with talc dust. Oil should never be 
used as it ruins the rubber. If the door 
rattles, see if the rubbers are pressing 
against the door. If not, readjust them 
with the setscrew, or by forcing small 
pieces of inner tube under them with a 
screwdriver. New bumpers may be need- 
ed. A few minutes' attention now and 
then will eliminate the annoyance. 


Newspaper Pages Flashed by 


Radio Is Prediction 


Transatlantic transmission of photo- 


graphs and newspaper pages by radio is a 
development likely to become a reality 
in the near future according to Maj. 
Gen. J. G. Harbord, president of the 
Radio Corporation of America. Two- 
way talk by radiophones he also regards 
as an imminent possibility. A ticker that 
will actually print words on paper from 
a central broadcasting point, thus great- 
ly amplifying present news-distributing 
agencies, is another of the objectives of 
radio-research engineers, and control of 
airplanes, submarines and other ships 
from a remote land station is, he be- 
lieves, a possibility certain to be realized 
in view of the astounding progress al- 
ready made in radio accomplishments.

Preventing Snow from Sticking 


to Shovel 


It is usually somewhat difficult to use 


a metal shovel for scooping snow as the 
snow has a tendency to stick to it. This 
trouble can easily be prevented by first 
cleaning the shovel so that it ia abso- 
lutely free from dirt, Beating the metal 
part, and then covering it well with melt- 
ed paraffin or wax. When the paraffin is 
cold, the shovel can be used, and it will 
be found that the snow will not stick. 
Of course, this will last only as long as 
there is a film of wax on the shovel, but 
it is surprising how long it takes before 
this film is worn off. Wooden shoveis 
may be treated with grease or x-ubbed 
with soap.

Ventilating the Kitchen 


In the construction of mnny lou.ses the 


kitchen is "built without much thought or 
consideration for the cook. The storm 
windows usually do not permit much 
ventilation and no pipe ia provided to 
carry away the smoke and fumes from 
the gas stove. A good method of pro- 
viding proper ventilation is shown hi the 
drawing. A wooden box incorporating 


the storm window is built around the 
window on the outside. This box is made 
about 5 in. longer than the storm win- 
dow, which is allowed to rest on the 
lower edge of the box, thus leaving a 5- 
in. space at the top. 
A right-angled 


wooden damper is made to fill this space; 
it is hinged to the upper end of the storm 
sash, and losg enough to rest on a 
length of angle iron screwed to the up- 
per edge of the in.«ide sash. Opening or 
closing the inside sac*i automafe",dly op- 
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ens or closes the damper. Whether tho 
clamper is open or closed the space be- 
tween the two windows is practically 
tight all the time. The box iteelf can be 
used as an iceless refrigerator during the 
cold months, small shelves being built on 
the sides so as not to shut off any light, 
if the box is made wide enough for 
purpose.
